Water rot resulting from con- 
tinued rains and damp weather! 


of the past month is estimated to 
run from 15 to 20 per cent of the 
crop in Upland « district citrus 
groves, according to Harry V. 
Cavers of the San Bernardino 
county agriculture office. 

In some groves, he reports, dam- 
age will run as low as 5 per cent, 
while in others it will go as high 
as 50 per cent. High winds which 
have punctured and fractured 
fruit have proved an aid to the 
inroads of rot, he says. 
SOME BETTER; SOME WORSE 

Riverside and Redlands dis- 
tricts, he reports, have ‘suffered 
jess from rot, which is possibly 
due to desert climate. Sections 
west of Upland, around Claremont 
and Covina, have suffered heavily 
from rot. Going toward the ocean 
through Los Angeles county, the 
condition grows much worse 
where there have been heavier 
rains and greater humidity. 


help at the packing houses, due 
to the need for more rigid sort- 
ing of fruit. State law requires 
that more than 5 per cent of rot 
shall not appear in any quantity 
of fruit shipped or sold. 
PICKING STILL AHEAD 

Mr. Cavers reports that picking 
is behind due to adverse weather 
and the increase of rot, but orch- 
ards that have been picked have 
exceeded pre-season estimates. 

Main difficulties of the season 
so far have been delayed picking, 
which has made it difficult to 
keep the market supplied, and the 
increase in rot, which has increas- 
ed the work of grading in the 
packing houses. Work of the 
agriculture office has also been 
stepped up due to the necessity 
for increased checking and _ in- 
spection in order to assist the 
packing houses in complying with 
the standardization law.

PEST CONTROL IN 
DISTRICT COSTS 
MORE DURING 1940 


$184,740.49 


Report on pest control for 1940 
in the Upland district just releas- 
éd by the local office of the San 
Bernardino county department of 
agriculture through Charles J. 
‘Hayward, reveals that such con- 
trol in this district was effected 
by orchardists at a total cost of 
$184,740.49. This figure covers 
the cost of treatment for 956,235 
trees commercialiy treated. 

1940 SHOWS INCREASE 

Comparison with 1939 figures 
shows that pest control‘cost more 
in 1940 by $47,803.82, and also 
that 190,846 more trees were 
treated in 1940 than in 1939. Cost 
of treatment in 1939 was $137,- 
036.67 for 765,389 trees. 

Breaking down the 1940 report 
shows that treatment for scale 
accounted for a cost of $$142,- 
| 691. 17 for 542,197 trees. Of this 
| total, 483,200 trees were treated 
| by spray at a cost of $$117,224.28,

never die!” 
“Do not say we are dishonored,”’ says this soldier of 
France. ‘‘We have been licked in one fight, but we have 


not lost the war. What honor we lost by that failure we 
shall restore. Free France may yet write the most stirring 
chapter in the history of this war.’’ 

There is sadness and regret in this soldier’s story, as well 
as stern resolve. ‘‘We did not produce enough, either be- 
fore the war, or during the war.’’ he admits. ‘‘Our military 
leaders were not capable, not good.’’ But then, proudly : 
‘The French are not divided. The Freneh are not betray- 
ed. They are not loyal to an illegal government which was 


forced upon them in a moment of panic. We have lost a 


battle, but not the war!’’ 
No one who has known the French soldier would ever 


doubt his courage. No one who has listened to Henri De 


ing to give everything, even to life itself, in defense of coun- 
try. Yet France failed to produce; France lacked unity of 
purpose; France had weak leaders.

Warning was issued today by 
Nat Rogan, collector of internal 
revenue for Southern California, 
that only eleven business days are 
left in which to file 1940 federal 
income ‘and defense tax returns. | 

A representative of the intern- 
al revenue department will be on 
duty at the Pomona post office 
from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. daily 
until the March 15 deadline. 

‘March 15 is the absolute dead- 
line,” declared Rogan, “and all 
Southern California tax returns 
must be in our hands by midnight 
of that date. A post mark of 
March 165 is not considered a time- 
ly filing.” 

“Experience has demonstrated 
to us that the greatest proportion 
of people wait unti! the last few 
ii days to make their reports. This 
year those who wait will encount-. 
er an unprecedented rush which 
will make filing their returns in- 
convenient for them and for our 
department,” said Rogan. 

“Next. Saturday, March 8,” Ro- 
gan stated, ‘‘all offices of the in- 
ternal revenue service will remain 
open until 4:00 p,m. for the con- 
venience of the public.”
